September  Forums  to  Air 
Ballot  Issue  Pros  and  Cons 


Hearing  the  conversation  around  the 
Hill  these  days,  one  might  well  think 
there  was  only  one  proposition  on  the 
ballot  this  fall  —  the  matter  of  the  down- 
town baseball  stadium. 

But  Proposition  P,  the  stadium  issue, 
is  but  one  of  nearly  two  dozen  measures 
facing  San  Francisco  voters  in  the  Novem- 
ber election.  And  though  it's  by  far  the 
most  controversial,  a  number  of  other 
important  questions  will  be  before  the 
electorate  as  well. 

Hill  residents  will  have  a  chance  to 
hear  the  pros  and  cons  of  some  of  the 
other  major  ballot  issues  by  attending  a 
Sept.  12  community  forum  hosted  by  the 
newly-formed  Potrero  Hill  Democratic 
Club.  It  will  begin  at  7  p.m. 

And  on  Sept.  25,  at  7:30  p.m.,  the  new 
Club  will  host  a  separate  pro-and-con 
community  forum  on  the  hot  stadium 
issue.  Both  forums  will  take  place  at  the 
Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House,  953  De  - 
Haro  St.,  and  are  open  to  all  interested 
Hill  residents. 

Among  the  issues  to  be  discussed  on 
Sept.  12  will  be  Prop.  Q,  the  Rent  Re- 
ceipts Tax,  which  provides  that  landlords 
be  taxed  .0075  percent  of  the  previous 
year's  receipts  on  vacant  units.  Is  this  a 
measure  to  help  raise  money  for  afford- 
able housing  -  or  simply  a  ruse  to  pre- 
vent the  establishment  of  vacancy  con- 
trol? 


And  what  about  Prop.  R,  which  would 
modify  the  condominium  conversion 
ordinance.  Would  it  help  people  buy 
homes,  or  remove  valuable  rental  stock 
from  the  city? 

Other  measures  to  be  presented  at  the 
Sept.  12  session  include  Prop.  B,  Sales 
Tax  Increase;  Prop.  G,  Prevailing  Wage 
for  City  Workers;  Prop.  K,  affecting  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Sheriff's  Office; 
Prop.  O,  which  would  raise  the  amount 
an  individual  can  contribute  to  a  city 
political  campaign;  and  Prop.  S,  Domes- 
tic Partners. 

The  Potrero  Hill  Democratic  Club  will 
hold  its  endorsement  vote  at  its  regular 
meeting  slated  for  the  second  Tuesday  in 
October.  Any  registered  Potrero  Hill 
Democrat  is  eligible  to  join  the  club,  and 
must  have  been  a  member  for  at  least 
15  days  prior  to  the  endorsement  session 
in  order  to  vote.

Along  with  Schwartz,  also  elected  as 
officers  at  the  club's  August  meeting 
were  First  Vice  President  Yuhum  Dig- 
digan;  Second  Vice  President  Judy  Bas- 
ton;  Secretary  Michelle  Burton,  and 
Treasurer  Ruth  Passen.

Understating  Problems 
Plague  Hill  Health  Center 


The  community-based  advisory  commit- 
tee charged  with  monitoring  the  status  of 
the  Caleb  Clark  Potrero  Hill  Health  Cen- 
ter met  August  29  with  a  representative 
from  the  County  Public  Health  Clinic 
(CPHC),  with  generally  positive  results 
for  the  Hill  facility's  future. 

Questions  asked  of  CPHC  Chief  Dr.  Sam 
Ho  by  the  advisory  group  and  concerned 
members  of  the  public  centered  around 
recent  Federal  monetary  cutbacks,  which 
caused  staffing  layoffs,  and  had  put  the 
future  of  the  center  itself  in  doubt. 

Ho's  remarks  regarding  the  possible 
closing  of  the  facility  were  enough  to 
assure  the  Center's  Dr.  Harry  Denson 
that  "that  storm  has  pretty  well  passed." 


The  news  also  appeared  to  be  cautiously 
optimistic  as  far  as  future  staffing  was 
concerned.  Ho  assured  the  committee 
that  he  would  try  to  obtain  additional 
clerical  staff  for  the  Center  by  October, 
to  assist  in  the  areas  of  billing,  eligibility, 
and  phone  work. 

Another  important  staffing  issue  dis- 
cussed at  the  meeting  was  the  Center's 
current  lack  of  a  dental  hygienist.  The 
city  now  offers  its  hygienists  a  salary  fat- 
lower  than  that  which  can  be  earned  in 
the  private  sector,  resulting  in  a  lack  of 
qualified  applicants.  Ho  agreed  to  look 
into  the  matter,  to  see  if  city  salaries  for 
this  position  could  be  upgraded.

Project  Tenants  Meet 

To  Propose  Improvements

In  their  ongoing  efforts  to  improve  liv- 
ing conditions  in  the  Potrero  housing  pro- 
jects, the  Potrero  Tenants  Association 
held  two  well-attended  meetings  last 
month  and  came  up  with  a  list  of  propos- 
als to  present  to  David  Gilmore,  Execu- 
tive Director  of  the  Housing  Authority 
for  San  Francisco. 

Interest  in  the  improvement  efforts  has 
picked  up  considerably,  and  activist  Os- 
caryne  Williams  was  pleased  to  report  an 
"excellent  turnout"  at  the  August  8  meet- 
ing. "This  place  was  jam-packed,  there 
wasn't  even  breathing  room!,"  she  said. 
"People  were  enthusiastic  about  what  we 
were  trying  to  do."  Four  people  were 
selected  as  delegates,  and  a  second  meet- 
ing was  held  to  hammer  out  their  propos- 
als to  the  Housing  Authority. 

Among  them:  that  emergency  repairs 
be  carried  out  within  24  hours,  and  non- 
emergency repairs  within  five  days,  and 
that  basic  maintenance  be  carried  out  as 
needed  with  specific  dates  given  for  re- 
pairs. This  would  include  carpentry;  maj- 
or plumbing;  electrical,  window,  and  sew- 
age repairs;  painting,  lighting,  and  ground 
upkeep. 

The  Association  is  also  requesting  that 


additional  people  be  hired  to  maintain  the 

grounds.  According  to  Wilhams,therc  is 
presently  only  "one  man  taking  care  of 
the  entire  annex." 

The  tenants  would  also  like  vacant  a- 
partments  to  be  filled  within  72  hours  and 
a  revitalization  of  the  Housing  Authority 
Police,  to  conduct  regular  patrols  of  the 
grounds. 

Additional  proposals  include  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  infant  day  care  center  to 
facilitate  the  participation  of  mothers  in 
job  training  programs  and  full-time  em- 
ployment, parenting  education  classes  for 
young  mothers  35  and  under,  and  the  re- 
habilitation of  an  abandoned  apartment 
for  a  drug  prevention  and  education  cent- 
er. 

Williams  was  pleased  that  the  Associa- 
tion's encounters  with  Gilmore  have  been 
positive.  "He  has  agreed  to  meet  with  us 
and  he  has  been  accessible  and  responsive. 
He  said  he  is  more  than  willing  to  work 
with  us  and  solve  the  problems,"  she  noted. 

A  meeting  with  Gilmore  and  the  Assoc- 
iation is  being  scheduled  for  late  Septem- 
ber or  mid-October.  Williams  hopes  that 
400  people  will  show  up  for  the  meeting. 
She  added,  "We  need  the  support  of  the 
entire  community,  not  just  the  tenants  of 
public  housing."  For  details  as  to  exactly

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Staffing  Crisis 

Once  again,  the  Potrero  Hill  Caleb  Clark  Health  Center  on  Wisconsin  Street  is 
facing  a  serious  shortage  of  staff.  Because  the  center  is  operating  with  a  mere 
skeleton  crew,  patients  are  facing  longer  and  longer  waits  for  the  medical  attention 
they  need. 

And  for  those  without  medical  insurance,  any  alternatives  to  care  at  the  Center  are 
no  speedier.  Waiting  time  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  continues  to  be  even 
longer,  even  though  no  cutbacks  were  made  in  the  Hospital's  budget  this  year. 

The  main  cause  of  the  Center's  crisis,  as  our  story  on  Page  One  indicates,  is  a  cut- 
back in  federal  funding  for  this  and  other  similar  medical  facilities.  And  clearly  a  push 
for  increased  federal  funds  for  the  Center  must  be  a  major  Hill  priority. 

But  city  funds  are  involved  as  well,  and  the  greater  the  community  effort  in  support 
of  the  Center,  the  greater  the  chance  that  city  monies  can  be  found  to  help  increase 
the  staffing.  Any  Hill  resident  able  to  lend  this  support  —  or  even  a  few  hours  of 
volunteer  time  -  is  encouraged  to  call  the  Caleb  Clark  Potrero  Hill  Health  Center  at 
648-3022. 


Labor  Tradition 


The  end  of  Summer.  .  .back-to-school.  .  .cookouts  and  barbeques.  .  .department 
store  sales.  .  .that's  come  to  be  the  significance  of  Labor  Day  for  many  people.  But 
especially  in  San  Francisco,  a  city  whose  very  ethos  has  been  shaped  by  the  efforts 
and  struggles  of  working  people,  Labor  Day  should  be  remembered  as  more  than  just 
an  occasion  to  lift  a  brew  (other  than  Coors,  we  hope)  or  to  grill  a  hamburger  over  the 
coals. 

The  holiday  was  established  to  honor  the  nation's  working  people,  and  for  many  years 
in  San  Francisco  it  was  noted  that  the  rights  we  take  for  granted  as  working  people 
today  —  the  eight  hour  day;  some  (although  not  enough)  safety  on  the  job;  the  very 
right  to  organize  and  much  more  were  won  by  early  union  pioneers  in  this  city  and 
around  the  nation.  And  some  paid  for  these  rights  with  their  blood,  or  years  out  of 
their  lives. 

It's  easy  to  say,  as  some  do  on  Labor  Day,  that  perhaps  unions  were  needed  once,  but 
working  people  have  now  become  comfortable  and  self-satisfied.  Today's  reality  be- 
lies this  claim,  however.  Close  to  90  percent  of  the  jobs  created  in  the  last  decade 
pay  only  minimum  wage,  and  carry  no  benefits  or  protections.  And  even  in  those  in- 
dustries with  union  contracts  and  benefits,  many  companies  are  fighting  to  take  away 
hard-won  rights.

Stadium  Too  Costly 

Edotpr: 

San  Francisco  cannot  afford  another 
stadium  and  arena.  S.  F.  will  become 
stadium  rich  and  maintenance  poor  with 
Kezar  Stadium,  Cow  Palace,  Candlestick, 


China  Basin  and  7th  &  Townsend. 

The  City  is  already  in  financial  difficul- 
ties. Cuts  were  made  in  the  Police  and 
Fire  Departments,  among  others.  There 
is  not  enough  money  to  care  for  the  home- 
less and  AIDS  victims.  Yet,  money  is  pro- 
posed to  be  spent  on  a  stadium  for  million- 
aires. Lurie  is  reportedly  worth  350  mil- 
lion dollars. 

Neighborhoods  near  the  Studium/Arena 
will  be  forced  to  subsidize  the  Stadium/ 
Arena  at  $15  per  vehicle,  if  they  expect 
to  park  anywhere  near  their  residences. 
Even  the  special  parking  permit  is  not  a 
guarantee  police  will  be  available  during 
games  to  tag  the  violating  cars. 

A  vote  for  the  45,000  seat  stadium  at 
2nd  <5c  King  Streets,  also  permits  the  arena 
at  7th  and  Townsend.  The  agreement 
gives  Spectacor  the  exclusive  option  to 
build  the  arena  until  year  2003. 

In  a  stadium  of  45,000  seats,  at  City 
expense,  only  1,500  parking  spaces  are 
proposed.  The  new  stadium  will  have 
19,000  less  seats,  15,000  less  parking 
spaces,  on  65  acres  less  than  Candlestick. 
1000  of  the  prime  spaces  at  the  city  gar- 
age on  the  stadium  site  at  Third  and  King 
Streets  will  be  provided  to  the  Giants, 
luxury  box  owners,  VIP  loge  seat  patrons, 
day-of-game  personnel,  the  news  media 
and  others  designated  by  the  Giants. 

The  ball  park  agreement  negotiated 
among  the  City,  the  Giants  and  Spectacor 
would  require  the  City  to  put  up  $3  mil- 
lion a  year  over  10  years,  plus  another 
$10  million  in  construction  costs.  In 
return,  the  City  would  only  receive  20 
per  cent  of  the  ballpark's  net  profits. 

If  "P"  passes,  the  two  sites,  stadium  and 
arena,  must  be  put  into  developable  con- 
dition at  City  expense.  This  includes 
toxic  substance  investigation  and  re- 
moval, relocation  of  existing  occupants, 
demolition  of  existing  structures,  utility 
relocation,  adequate  infrastructures  to 
service  the  area,  and  the  transit  improve- 
ments. The  cost  is  not  known.

LIBRARY  SERVICES 

Maybe  it's  an  association-imprinted  on 
us  early  by  the  school  year,  but  fall  just 
seems  the  right  time  to  get  organized, 
start  a  project,  buy  some  notebooks  or  a 
new  pair  of  shoes.  If  you're  in  this  frame 
of  mind,  the  library  can  help  you  with  a 
wide  range  of  "how-to"  books. 

We've  just  received  the  latest  by  best- 
selling  author  Alexandra  Penney  "How  to 
Make  Love  to  a  Man."  This  one  advises 
"How  to  Keep  Your  Man  Monogamous." 
We  also  have  old  standards  such  as 
"Reader's  Digest  Complete  Do-it-your- 
self Manual,"  a  guide  to  fixing  things 
around  the  house.  So  whether  you  want 
to  fix  up  your  sex  life  or  your  clothes 
dryer,  we  might  have  just  the  book  for 
you. 

If  you  have  some  younger  people  in  your 
house  on  their  way  back  to  real  schools, 
we  have  several  books  on  how  children 
learn  and  how  to  help  children  succeed 
in  school.  If  you  think  the  school,  not 
your  child,  is  what  needs  help,  take  a  look 
at  "You  Can  Improve  Your  Child's  School," 
by  William  Rioux.  If  you're  bewildered  by 
the  myriad  of  tests  your  little  one  encoun- 
ters from  pre-kindergarten  through  grade 
school,  "The  Parents'  Handbook  on  School 
Testing"  by  Ann  Boehm  and  Mary  White 
describes  tests,  tells  what  they  measure, 
suggests  how  to  ask  questions  and  inter- 
pret scores. 

The  library  also  has  a  number  of  books 
useful  to  high  school  students  thinking 
about  college.  The  "Insider's  Guide  to 
Colleges"  is  compiled  by  the  staff  of  the 
Yale  Daily  News  from  reports  by  students 
across  the  country  who  describe  what 
their  schools  are  really  like.  Unlike  most 
directories,  this  provides  a  personal  and 
opinionated  look  at  the  schools.  For  just 
the  facts  on  enrollment,  majors,  etc.  we 
also  have  traditional  college  directories. 
We  have  the  1988/89  "College  Cost  Book" 
from  the  College  Board  which  provides  a 
guide  to  expenses  and  (legal)  ways  to  meet 
college  bills.  Cost  is  also  the  focus  of 
F.dward  Fiske's  "The  Best  Buys  in  College 
Education,"  which  describes  "bargains" 
possible  by  picking  the  right  school.  Look 
for  it  in  the  reference  section. 


For  the  non-traditional,  we  have  the 
1989/90  edition  of  "Bear's  Guide  to  Earn- 
ing Non-traditional  College  Degrees." 
This  covers  both  non-traditional  schools 
and  alternative  methods  of  earning  credit 
in  traditional  colleges  and  universities. 
For  the  college-bound,  we  have  several 
books  on  applications,  writing  college 
application  essays,  and  improving  SAT 
scores.  For  students  of  all  ages,  we  have 
books  on  improving  reading,  writing, 
memory  and  study  skills. 

And  just  for  fun,  Art  Peterson's  "Teach- 
ers: A  Survival  Guide  for  the  Grown-up  in 
the  Classroom,"  is  a  real  giggler  for 
teachers,  high  school  students,  or  any 
grown-up  survivor  of  classroom  craziness.

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Nepotism,  Healthy  Food 
Make  Sally's  a  Hill  Hit

If  Sally  Seymour's  marriage  hadn't  bro- 
ken up  she'd  probably  still  be  a  Laguna 
Beach  housewife,  rather  than  the  success- 
ful Potrero  Hill  restaurateur  she  is  today. 
The  path  from  there  to  here  hasn't  been 
the  easiest  one,  but  it  hasn't  been  dull, 
either. 

The  charismatic  Sally  of  Sally's  Restaur- 
ant on  De  Haro  and  Sixteenth  takes  a 
break  from  behind  the  register  to  grab  a 
smoke  outside  (her  establishment  is  "100 
percent  non-smoking"),  and  to  talk  about 
building  a  business  from  the  ground  up. 
She  pauses  continually  to  greet  the  regu- 
lar customers,  to  offer  occasional  direc- 
tions to  staff,  to  generally  scan  the  room 
to  ensure  that  all  is  well.  "1  don't  like 
sitting  still,"  she  admits,  as  though  you 
hadn't  noticed. 

In  the  early  '70s  Sally  packed  up  her 
three  kids  and  left  the  beaches  of  South- 
ern California  to  start  a  new  life  up  north. 
Commercial  art  was  her  course  of  study 
as  she  returned  to  school  to  earn  the  first 
college  degree  of  any  woman  in  her  fami- 
ly, but  by  night  she  worked  as  a  restaur- 
ant hostess  to  pay  the  bills.  It  was  a  job 
she  liked.  "I  was  able  to  orchestrate  the 
place,"  she  recalls.  "It  was  sort  of  like 
going  to  a  party  every  night." 

Once  out  of  school,  a  friend  of  Sally's 
set  her  up  in  her  own  business,  a  little 
upstairs  deli  in  the  Levi  Plaza  area.  Al- 
though lacking  a  real  kitchen,  Sally  learn- 
ed the  ins  and  outs  of  running  a  food 
service  operation,  and  both  her  confidence 
and  her  clientele  grew.  Her  lease  expired 
nearly  nine  years  later,  and  the  search  was 
on  to  find  a  new  site  —  preferably  one 
large  enough  for  her  to  install  real  cooking 
facilities. 

Although  Sally  had  never  heard  of  Po- 
trero Hill,  her  real  estate  agent  was  high- 
ly motivated  to  find  her  a  new  location. 
At  the  suggestion  of  her  son-in-law,  Sally 
explored  the  Showplace  Square  area,  al- 
though she  believed  it  to  be  "just  a  bunch 
of  warehouses  with  nobody  in  them." 

The  current  restaurant  site  was  found; 
a  former  loading  dock  adjacent  to  the 
railroad  tracks.  There  were  windows, 
there  was  parking,  and  there  was  a  nice, 
long  lease.  Sally  decided  to  make  a  go  of 
it.  Artist  and  Hunter's  Point  Shipyard 


kingpin  Jacques  Terzian  created  a  wonder- 
ful piece  on  one  whole  wall,  plumbing  and 
electricity  were  installed,  and  Sally  final- 
ly had  her  real,  live  kitchen  to  work  with. 
On  June  3,  1 986,  Sally's  Restaurant  open- 
ed on  Potrero  Hill. 

For  the  first  time,  Sally  was  able  to  run 
the  kind  of  restaurant  she'd  wanted  — 
where  everything  could  be  fresh  and  real. 
"It's  not  health  food  per  se,"  she  says, 
"but  real  and  unadulterated  healthy  food. 
1  really  think  people  can  tell  the  differ- 
ence." she  adds. 

Sally  admits  that  nepotism  is  rampant 
at  her  establishment.  Daughter  Katharine 
Arrow  is.  in  fact,  Sally's  business  partner. 
Armed  with  a  degree  in  hotel  and  restaur- 
ant management,  Katharine  also  served 
as  a  junior  manager  at  the  Hyatt  Regency 
before  joining  mom  full-time.  "She's  a 
terrific  businesswoman,"  Sally  says  of  her 
partner.  "I'm  more  a  seat-of-the-pants 
type."  Sally  acknowledges  that  the  parent/ 
child  relationship  adds  a  more  challenging 
dimension  to  the  business  partnership, 
it  helps  that  mother  and  daughter  are 
good  friends. 

Sally's  expanded  a  year  and  a  half  ago 
to  add  more  seating,  and  to  install  a 
bakery.  At  first  it  was  thought  that  the 
bakery  would  simply  supply  the  restaur- 
ant, but  it  turned  out  to  be  a  successful 
enterprise  on  its  own,  creating  a  wide 
variety  of  both  sweet  and  savory  delights. 

Sally's  now  has  a  number  of  different 
clienteles.  At  6:30  on  week-day  morn- 
ings, you'll  find  the  muffin  crowd,  often 
forming  a  line  out  the  door.  The  week- 
day lunch  crowd  includes  South  of  Market 
business  types,  with  an  occasional  power 
lunch  taking  place  here  and  there.  The 
weekend  breakfast/brunch  group  is  very 
relaxed,  with  small  kids  and  Sunday  pa- 
pers everywhere.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
that  Sally  now  knows  the  Hill,  and  the 
Hill  knows  her. 

The  conversation  is  over,  and  Sally  has 
to  once  again  preside  over  the  cash  re- 
gister at  the  restaurant  she  built.  On  her 
way  back  inside,  she  pauses  to  note  a 
plate  with  a  bit  of  unfinished  food  on  it. 
"Aw,  they  didn't  finish  their  chicken 
salad,"  she  says  with  true  sadness  in  her 
voice. 

It's  really  okay,  Sally.  They  usually  do.

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TB  Still  a  Problem  But  Tests  Available  at  Clinic 


Tuberculosis  is  considered  a  disease  of 
the  past  by  many  people,  including  some 
physicians.  It  is  thought  to  have  been 
conquered  years  ago  -  at  least  in  the 
United  States.  Indeed,  potentially  cura- 
tive antibiotic  therapy  is  available  for 
those  with  active  tuberculosis  (TBS),  and 
there  is  an  effective  preventive  medi- 
cine for  those  who  have  been  exposed 
and  infected  without  becoming  ill. 


However,  the  disease  called  "consump- 
tion" in  the  19th  century,  and  deemed  by 
John  Bunyan  in  the  17th  century  to  be 
"the  captain  of  all  these  men  of  death," 
continues  to  be  an  important  health 
problem  around  the  world,  and  even  in 
San  Francisco,  where  313  new  active 
cases  were  reported  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  in  1988.  This  repre- 
sents an  incidence  of  42.6  new  cases 
per  1  no, 000  population  —  one  of  the 
highest  regional  case  rates  in  the  country. 

Tuberculosis  in  adults  usually  results 
from  reactivation  of  a  dormant  or  latent 
infection  with  Mycobacterium  tubercu- 
losis (MTB),  also  known  as  the  tubercle 
bacillus,  or  as  Koch's  bacillus,  after 
Robert  Koch,  the  German  bacteriolo- 
gist credited  with  its  discovery  in  1882. 
The  initial  infection  arises  by  inhala- 
tion of  "airborne  droplets"  containing 
the  microbes,  coughed  up  by  a  contagious 
active  case.  Acquisition  of  infection 
can  be  detected  by  tuberculin  skin  test- 
ing, using  purified  protein  derivative 
(PPD). 

Among  a  given  number  of  infected 
persons,  very  few  develop  active  di- 
sease. Those  most  vulnerable  include  the 
very  young  and  the  very  old,  those  re- 
cently exposed  (recent  convertors), 
close  household  contacts  of  active 
cases,  and  those  with  chronic  conditions 
which  in  some  way  weaken  immune  de- 
fenses, like  diabetes  mellitus,  cancer,

and  immunosuppressive  drug  therapy, 
among  others. 

In  San  Francisco  and  other  American 
cities  where  AIDS  prevalence  is  highest,  * 
an  increasing  proportion  of  new  TB  cases 
is  being  diagnosed  in  persons  infected 
with  the  human  immunodeficiency  virus 
(HIV).  Reactivation  of  a  dormant  tuber- 
culous infection  may  in  this  setting  be 
an  early  indication  of  weakening  of  the 
immune  system.  Moreover,  a  diagnosis 
of  tuberculosis  in  an  unusual  site  —  out- 
side the  lungs  —  in  conjunction  with 
demonstration  of  HIV  infection  was  in- 
cluded in  the  expanded  definition  of 
AIDS  promulgated  in  1987  by  the  Centers 
for  Disease  Control. 

The  practical  importance  of  all  this 
lies  in  realizing  that  tuberculin  skin 
testing  is  an  important  public  health 
measure  for  all  HIV  infected  individuals 
and  for  everyone  in  recognized  risk 


groups.  Active  tuberculosis  appears  to 
be  curable  in  these  groups,  as  in  other 
patients,  when  detected  early.  And 
isoniazid  (INH),  the  preventive  medicine, 
is  recommended  for  all  HIV  infected 
persons  and  all  risk  group  members  who 
are  also  infected  with  MTB  but  have  not 
developed  active  disease.

Physicians  Alliance,  said,  "This  is  a 
problem  we  can  solve.  Canadians  spend 
8  percent  of  their  gross  national  product 
on  health  care,  compared  to  11.5  percent 
in  the  U.S.,  and  they  cover  everyone.  The 
only  industrialized  nations  in  the  world 
without  a  national  health  care  system  are 
the  United  States  and  South  Africa.  Our 
system  needs  a  massive  overhaul." 

The  California  Health  Access  Plan 
calls  for  a  publicly  financed  system  of 
health  care  delivery  under  which  every 
resident  who  has  satisfied  a  residency 
requirement  would  have  access  to  a  com- 
prehensive range  of  health  benefits,  in- 


cluding long  term  care.  People  who  now 
have  health  insurance  would  have  a 
greater  selection  of  plans  and  providers, 
and  those  who  have  only  partial  coverage 
or  no  coverage  at  all  would  be  brought 
under  the  plan  and  fully  covered. 

The  plan  would  be  funded  by  all  mon- 
ies now  going  into  health  care  in  Cali- 
fornia: Medi-Cal,  Medicare,  county 
health  care  funds,  employer  contribu- 
tions to  health  care,  taxes  on  cigarets 
and  alcohol:  and  any  additional  taxes 
necessary  to  fund  the  program.
